It’ w 
Justice Cronin and he asked for ine to 


COLOR LINE AT CENTRALIA 


Negroes Bring Suit to Compel White 
Children to Attend Same School 


as Blacks. 


CENTRALJA, Ill, Jan. 12.—The colored 
people of Centralia, through their attor- 
neys, have brought suit in the circuit court 
against the school board of this city to 
compel the board to require the white chil- 
dren living the north district to attend 
the same school with the ne es, or else 
to allow the negroes the privilege exercised 
by the white children of the district of 
attending city schools outside of the dis- 
trict. 

Nearly all of the colored population lives 
in the north district, which was especially 
created a few years ago for the joint use 
of the white and calored children living 
therein. Of late the -white children have 
refused to attend. the school with the 
negroes, and at this time it is composed 
entirely of colored children. The question 
has arisen repeatedly in the past, and has 
caused much feeling here, and has been 
in the courts, but was never judicially de- 
termined, but will be carried to the high- 
est courts in this instance.

License Collector Announces’ That He 
Will Institute Prosecutions 
of Managers Wednesday. 


License Collector,Clifford announced that 
he will begin Wednesday the prosecution 
in police court of those theaters which have 
not complied with the orders of the build- 


censes in place of those which were re- 
voked last Friday. a 

None of the theaters have secured certifi- 
cates from the building commissioner, and 
they have not, according to that official, 
made any efforts to do so, The police 
court cases are expected to.test the city’s 
power in the matter.

RUSSIA’S VERSION OF | 
NEGOTIATIONS TO DATE 


BERLIN, Jan. 12.—The St. Petersburg 
correspondent of the Lokal Anzieger gives 
a much more serious view of the far east- 
ern situation than has hitherto emanated 
from that capital. ' 

The correspondent claims he has authen- 
tic information that those in official cir- 
cles entertain greater concern over the 
difficulties between Russia and Japan than 
they @ave heretofore allowed to become 
known to the public, and he says he sus- 
pects that the utterances of the press have 
‘been optimistically colored in order to 
conceal this official disquiet. 

The correspondent goes on to say the 
Czar takes the keenest interest in bring- 
ing order into the complicated situation, 
and he insists that an unvarnished report 
shall be made public. 

Recently Count Lamsdorff, the foreign 
minister; Gen. Kuropatkin, the minister of 
war, and M. Avasa, chairman of the com- 
mittee on east Asiatic affairs, assembled 
in the palace of Zarskojesselo to draw up 
a communication which will soon be pub- 
lished into the goyernment messenger. This 
communication will give a complete story 
of the negotiations with Japan, including 
the latest developments. The correspond- 
ent suys: ' 

“The Czar wishes, as he told Count 
Lamsdorf, that the whole trutj shall 
be given to the public. He is personally 
against war and refuses to believe that 
it will.come. He hopes to convince Ja- 
pan that Russia's wishes are reasonable 
and must be respected.” 

Accordingly, the communication chief- 
ly embraces five points: 

“First—Japan will get 
cessions in Korea. 

‘“Second—In South Korea the Japanese 
can act not only in their economic inter- 
ests. but they can adopt strategic meas- 
ures corresponding with these interests. 

“Third—Russia allows Japan full com- 
mercial freedom of action in North 
Korea, but Japan must not permanently 
occupy fortified towns either to the 
north or the south and neither on the 
coust nor in the interior. 

“Fourth—A neutral gone of 60 kilo- 
reters broad ,is to be created between 
Korea and Manchuria along the Yalu 
and Tumen rivers, in which neither Rus- 
sia nor Japan can establish fortified my 
sitions; also that the strait between Ja- 
pan and Korea shall be neutral, thus 
giving free ingress and egress to Rus- 
sian vessels,

The real issue, in fact, is not Shall Rus- 
siaeor Japan dominate Corea, but this one, 
Shall England or Russia rule supreme in 
the far East? Great Britain’s policy of 
diplomatic opposition to Russian develop- 
ment has failed, and the time has come, 
apparently, when more energetic means 


are to be tried. This decision upon the 
part of England can cause no suprise to 
anyone who has watched the steady ad- 
vance Pacificward of Russia and the ex- 
tension of her influence in the far Bast. 

i little more remains for her to ac- 
complish before she can enter upon the 
work of realizing her ambition to pre- 
dominate in China, an ambition which fn- 
gland also nourishes, and one or the other 
must fall. There is not room for both. 

One more step successfully taken—the 
absorption of Corea within Russia's sphere 
of ‘control—and she has won the game.

The success 
of Russia, in the @plomatic negotiations 
now pending méans ‘more than a triumph 
over Japan; it means the irremediable de- 
feat of British aspirations in the far east. 

When this is recognized it becomes easy 
to account for the provocative tone of the 
English press, which is in such curiously 
pronounced contrast to the ‘‘correct’’ attf- 
tude of the Brit'sh government It becomes 
easy to explain hints that eat Britain 
cannot and will not allow her ally, Japan 
to be crushed. 

Either the quarrel is Japan's or it is Eng- 
land’s. If it is Japan's and she chooses to 
co to war to settle the matter, why should 
she not be ‘“‘crushed’’ if Russia is more 
powerful? The fact is Englamd has more, 
far more, at stake than Japan.

Unique Alaskan Treasure Brought to 
St. Louis for Exhibition at 
the World’s Fair. 


Twenty-one Alaskan totem poles, occu-

World’s Fair Features and Provisions 
Unknown to Previous Ex- 
positions. 


PLANS FOR BABIES SPLENDID 


Rest Rooms, Nurseries, Bath. Cool Re- 
treats Are Being Especially Ar- 
ranged by Management. 


Without the help for sightseers which the 
World's Fair management is perfecting 
strong men hesitate before undertaking the 
task of seeing the Fair. With this help 
women and children will be enabled to in- 
spect every exhibit on the 1240 acres, spend- 
ing long days at it without becoming ex- 
hausted. 

Day nurseries, houses of rest, baths, cool 
lounging places, both indoors and out, and 
a 2000 room hotel inside the grounds are the 
features of the great plan. 

Previous expositioris have been places 
from which ft was good for all except ro- 
bust persons to stay away. For women 
with children they were impossibilities. 
Even the robust closed their visits with 
aching joints, sore feet and bedraggled 
clothes. 

At St. Louis, on the other hand, the key- 
note is comfort. Every state building, and 
there will be forty-two, is to be a place of 
rest. Each has a nursery, where children 
may be left free of charge in the care of 
trained nurses. Each has also retiring 
rooms for women with baths and big 
lounges where they may lie down and rest. 

There are lounging and smoking rooms 
for men in all the state buildings as well 
as information bureaus, writing rooms, of- 
fices where luggage may be checked and 
registers where friends may be located. 

In addition to the accommodations for 
babies in the state buildings a day nursery 
in the Model City near the main entrance 
to the grounds will take care of 200 babies. 
They may be checked there at a cost of 
6 cents per baby, the mothers chus hav- 
ing the day free to devote to the Exposi- 
tion sights. Trained nurses will care for 
them. 


Kindergarten 


for Some. 
Babies of different ages will be kept in 


different rooms. There will be three de- 
partments, one for babies in arms, one for 
children large enough to todd@le about with 
push carts and a third for children large 
enough to enjoy the attractions of a kinder- 
garten. A kindergarten will in fact be 
maintained for the last mentioned. 

In the nursery building there will be also 
a children’s hos] 1 where the lills of 
babies, such as wuooping cough, croup, 
and measles will be treated, should such 
lis develop in children by their mothers 


in the nursery. 

In the Bducation and Social Economy 
building the household nursery exhibit will 
furnish accommodations for 10 or 1b ba- 
bies at a time. ’ 

For mothers who prefer to keep their 
babies with them arrangements have been 
made to furnish perambulators in which 
they “may wheel the children about the 
rounds and into the buildings. This is a 
eature which no previous exposition has. 
provided. A concession has-been granted, 
the *perambulators to be rented at a cost 
of cents an hour. 

The mothers themselves and other wom- 
en as well will find a retiring room and 
lace to rest in the day nursery building 
n addition to those in the state buildings. 
There will be no limit on the time they 
may spend in these places and no women 
wilh need go about the grounds exhausted 
or ill if the plans of the management are 
carried out. 

For men and women who become ill 
the hospital on the grounds will fur- 
nish treatment and ambulances will go 
to their assistance as in the city. 

There is furthermore little necessity 
of men or women going, about the 

ounds on foot unless hey desire.

The electric chairs will cost 50 cents 
an hour, In them a man or woman may 
fo about the grounds as in an automo- 
bile propelled by electricity.

The roller chairs, with an attendant to 
Push each, will cost 60 cents an hour, 
or $1 for a double chair. The automo- 
biles will charge 25 cents for a circuit 
of the grounds, and the intramural rail- 
way 10 cents.

The following afternoon the salesman 
went to the Postal Telegraph office, in 
Hamilliton street, and sent a letter to the 
girls home addressed to her; asking her to 
meet him. The messenger boy has sworn 
that the mother informed him that Mabel 
was out driving. Weisenberger remained 
in the town for several house and later 
went to¢ais home in South Bethlehem. 

It was after 7 o'clock on Tuesday morn- 
ing that Chief of Police Bastman and the 
county authorities were informed that 
Mabel Bechtel had been,.found murdered 
in an areaway of her home. Her skull 
was fractured in a half dozén places and 
the body was found on the ground. She 
was not completely dressed. 

Straight was the story of the mother, 
and it wae corroborated by other members 
of the family. The girl d not been at 
home after early Monday morning. The 
mother, at 3 o'clock on Tuesday morning, 
had heard a carriage in the street, and 
looking out had seen two men lifting some- 
thing out.

AMEND THE STATUTES. 

The grafting cases of Dietrich in Nebraska and Driggs in New 
York are very similar. In fact, they are exactly alike in’ some 
respects. 

It appears that Dietrich was indicted under section 1781 
of the United States Revised Statutes, which relates to “mem 
bers of Congress” with no qualifying words. He was a member 
of Congress by appointment and had accepted, but had not 
taken the oath. The court held he was not a member of Con- 
gress within the meaning of the law. , 

Driggs was indicted under this same section, and also under 
section «1782, which relates to senators, representatives and 
delegates in Congress after their election and during their con- 
tinuance in office. He escaped the indictment found under the 
one section on the.grounds effective in the -Dietrich case, but 
was convicted under the other. The words “after election” 
were enough to support the indictment. 

It is easy to remedy a technical fault of this kind. The 
section in question should be amended so as to make its letter 
answer to its plain purpose. Then farcical jesting with the law 
by grafters will not be eo successful as it has been.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—Senator Allison 
of Iowa, famed Yor his conservatism and 
his comprontises, was at a dinner party a 
few nights ago. . 

Along in the evening, after the game had 
been served and the glasses filled several 
times, an admirer of the senator came over 
to him, put his hand on the senatorial 
shoulder and said, between sobs: 

“Allison, if’ you had ever in your life

On Dec. 16 Gen. Charles Dick of Ohio, 
the Hanna lieutenant, arose modestly in 
his seat in the House of .

WHY WOMEN WORK FOR WAGES" 


_ =. 


The discussion as to’men giving up seats 
to‘women in street cars is largely centered 
on the question of women competing with 
men in industrial occupations. It has been 
claimed that woman has voluntarily entered 
into man's field of work, and that if she 
chooses to compete with men, cutting down 
wages, etc., she must not expect the old- 
time courtesies. 

There ame now over 56,000,000 women en- 
gaged in gainful occupations in the United 
States alone, according to the census. fig- 
ures. Are they 90 engaged’ because they 
prefer it or because they must? If because 
they must the excuse that they deserve 
no consideration from their male fellow- 
workers is obviously without any founda- 
tion. 

Before the rise of what is known as the 
factory system, the women of each family 
rupplied themselves apd the other members 
of the family with clothing by hand labor. 
at home. Not only gas their labor suffi- 
cient for this, but they also made all the 
bedding and many of the articles of luxury 
by hand at home. They were also busily 
employed at tome in preserving, canning, 
salting and curing meats, making dyes and 
medicines and in other ways finishing by 
hand the raw products obtained by the men 
in the field and forest and necessary for 
home comfort, 

When Arkwright invented the spinning 
fenny, Cartwright the power-loom and 
Watt and Stephenson perfected the steam 
engine 4 very large part of women’s home 
occupation was cut off. 

She could no longer hope to make cloth- 
ing, bedding and other necessary articles 
for the household as cheaply as they could 
be turned out In the factory. The spinning 
wheel and the hand-loom were relegated to 
the garret or broken up and women had to 
turn their hands to something else. 

With the further growth of the factory 
system, with its subdivision of labor and 
enormous power, other branches of wom- 
an’s home labor became obsolete. She

tem in preserving, canning and pickling. 
And while some of this is still done in the 
home, especially in country homes, it is 
no longer a part of woman’s work, except 
where the raw materials can be obtained 
at firet hand, as on the farm. 

Thus a huge number of the women of 
the civilized world were left without the 
means of supplying themselves and. fam- 
ilies with clothing, etc., exc@pt at a loss 
of time and labor which made it out of the 
question. 


And .yet all these things were as neces-| 


sary as before. 

But competition in the labor world made 
it impossible for the man alone as bread- 
winner to earn them with his dally. wages. 
And in cases where woman was her own 
breadwinner, ‘there was nothing for her 
but to go out and compete with the men. 
If the family, or the individual, was to 
be supplied with these n both 
sexes must enter the industrial Geld and 
help make and earn them. 

The family must be clothed and receive 
all those goods and luxuries which the 
housewife formerly provided by hand la-| 
bor. Not only so, but the standard bf livs 
ing has risen so enormously, unde? the 
stimulus of the power nmiachine, that the 
wages of the average male worker would 
not suffice to maintain the average fam- 
ity in the degree of comfort the standard 
has set. The census figures, giving aver- 
age wage and average cost of living, prove 
this. 

The above being facts of ‘history, it is 
evident that the man who denies courtesy 
to women on the ground of competition in 
his field of work has no valid excuse. He 
ls rebelling againgt the decrees of fate for 
the sake of his own selfish comfort. 

And tn so much as he injurés that weak- 
er sex which is the equal victim and the 
equal beneficiary of the modern system 
of industry, he injures himself and the 
race.

St. Louis saw “The Man from Blank- 
ley’s for the first ttme at the Olympic 
Theater Monday night, when Charles 
Hawtrey, the English comedian, appeared 
in the Felix Anstey comedy before a 
characteristically fashionable Monday 
night audience. 

Do you like Dickens? 

If you do, you willl like “The Man from 
Blankley's.”” It is like a leaf from Dick- 
ens, and all that a grotesque and wierd 
in London humanity is pictured with a 
touch that is sure. 

It is in many respects the most remark- 
able play seen upon a St. Louis stage 
this season. It is without rollicking fun. 
It is wholly built upon a little incident of 
scarcely any importance. It is impossible. 
*-Mr. Hawtrey, as the leading comedian of 
the piece, dves no acting at all. His work 
would not be delightful if he did. (It is 
because he knows how not to act in the 
piece that he delighted the audience Mon- 
day night in ‘“‘The Man from Blankley’s.’”’ 


In the play Mr. Hawtrey is Lord Strath- 
peffer. He starts out to visit the home 
of the Cartouches, whom he has never 
seen, but with whom he has corresponded. 
The Cuartouches are interested in gyptian 
mummies, etc. So is Strathpeffer. They 
have invited him to dinner. 

It happens that the Tidmarshes, a vulgar 
couple desiring to make some show of their 
wealth, are giving a dinner party the night 
Strathpeffer sets out for the Cartouches. 
The outlook its that there wiil be thirteen 
guests at table, so the Tidmarshes-order 
a hired guest from Blankley’s a house fur- 
nishing that sort of thing, to take the num- 
ber above the feared thirteen. 

Strathpeffer gets into the wrong house, 
is regarded by the Tidmarshes as the hired 
guest, and is subjected to awful] indign'- 
ties by the people who think they have 
hired him. They make him hold back on 
the champagne, forbid him conversing on 
certain topics and carry on in a manner 
most outrageous. Strathpeffer is,a lohg 
time tinding out that his hosts are not ihe 
Cartouches at all, and by this time he has 
fallen in love with the Tidmarsh governess, 
whom he has met before, and who does 
not know he has become a titled person, 
but thinks he jis, in fact, the man from 
Blankiey’s, having suffered ill fortune to 
the extent of making his living in this 
way. In the end the pair are lovers, and 
the Tidmarshes, told of their stupid mis- 
take before all their guests, are humiliated 
beyond measure. 

Mr. Hawtrey'’s manner throughout is just 
what one would expect of a genteman. He 
is in evening dress, wearing a monocle, and 
stands much of the t'me with his back to 
the audience. His expression of .astonish- 
ment with his reception, amusement over 
the Dickensonian characters about him and 
determination to make the best of it all— 
all these are capitally done, illustrating 
how far away from our American comedy 
work ‘s thet of the English school. 

Mr. Hawtrey's support in this excellent 
comedy is surprisingly clever, The make- 
up seldom receives such reception as that 
given it when some of the Tidmarsh guests 
appeared. The piece is artistically staged, 
even to the wallparer in the Tidmarsh 
home. The work of Miss Fanny Brough es 
the hostess was more than praiseworthy. 

Miss Alice De Winton, who plays the 
nert of Marjory Seaton, governess in the 
Tidmarsh household, is one of the pret- 
tiest women seen on the local stage this 
reason, and her Greek colffure commanded 
the admiration and envy of many hun- 
dreds of society ladies in the audience.
